detention. 

Hia bail reform bill was 
given Brat reading in the 
Comment. If it passes — it 
won’t be before lall — the 
laws governing arrest and 
detention in Canada will be 
entirely rewritten. And it’a 


almost certain that tower 
persons would be in jaU prior 
to their trial. 

One of Ibe main features of 
the bill would eliminate many 
on-the-spot arrests for lees 
serious offences unless the 
arresting office has “reason¬ 
able grounds” to believe that 


such on arrest is in the public 
interest. Instead, the officer 
will ha able to talus an 
"appearance notice,” that re¬ 
quires a person to app e ar In 
court.

Shrinking 
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Lack of Plans Bottlenecks Quake-Torn Peru 

Fancy Jets but Few Copters for Relief

QASMA, Peru — Not far 
from a crumbling wall where 
someone has daubed the 
Injunction "Yanqui go home,'' 
an exhauited volunteer 
distributes emergency ra¬ 
tions, clothing and medicines 
from cartons labelled “made 
in U.S.A.” 

The United States, despite 
the delicate state of relation* 
with Peru's military govern¬ 
ment. is contributing aid on a 


massive scale to a country 
driven to its knees by the 
most destructive earthquake 
in its history. 

Tons of U.S. supplies have 
poured into Lima, the capital, 
and Chimbate, a flatting port 
30 miles north of bare. Yet, 
while thousands of Peruvians 
have berm without food 
water or medical attention 
sinoe the quake occurred May 
31, much of tite relief 
material piles up on airstrips 
for want of helkopteri to take 
it into the stricken areas. 


Peru’s air force, composed 
mainly of expensive French 
jet fighters, counts just five 
helicopters. These have been 
augmented by tour from the 
United States, one of which 
c ra s h e d Saturday morning 
while an an emergency 
mission into the ragged Andes 
mountains. 

Not imtii Wednesday, when 
tile ca rri er Guam is exp e cted 
to arrive from the Panama 
Canal Zone with up to 24 
helicopters on board, will the 


transport situation approach 
anything close to adequate. 

Even than, according to 
U.S. sources, distribution of 
relief supplies will continue to 
be chaotic because of the 
absence of adequate organiza¬ 
tion or planting by the 
Peruvian military. 

“It’s almost inconceivable,” 
one source remarked, "that 
Para, with its history of 
earthquakes, ha* nothing re¬ 
sembling a contingency plan 
for dealing with disasters like 
this." 


Meanwhile. In town* and 
village* along 200 miles of the 
Pacific Coast, and In the 
draatioally dam a g e d valley of 
the Rio Santo to the east, the 
situation remains critical. 

Here in Gaama, with a 
population of 12,000, just 1? 
houses remain standing. 
Nearly 100 people died here 
on tite Sunday afternoon of 
the Quake. 

Now tiie survivors wander 
in a daae through the rubble 
of what was their homea. 
Here and there a family 


huddles over a tiny fire, 
cooking bits of goat meat. 

An old mao, unwashed and 
unshaven tor more than a 
week, pleads with reporters to 
tell the authorities in lima 
that bis people need help to 
elaar away the wreckage and 
begin rebuilding. 

To the south, at Huarmey, 
the tower of a church leans 
drunkenty amid the ihattereti 
roof and walls. The tower 
clock’s hands are frozen at 
3:2S. the hour ol disaster.

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OTTAWA (CP) — Postmaster-General Eric" 
Kierans said Monday he wants a settlement “fhst” in 
the postal dispute because the rotating mail strikes 
could permanently damage post office business. 


Kierans told reporters at an informal news 
conference that revenue from postage sales in May is 
down more than $3,000,000 from last year. H the 
rotating strikes lasted through the summer the 
damage to revenues could become permanent as the 
public turned on a lasting basis to private delivery 
companies. 


Kierans, not personally involved in the postal 
negotiations which are handled for the government 
by the treasury board, refused to say who is to blame 
for the deadlock or to suggest a basis for a 
compromise settlement.

TORONTO (CP) — The 
president of Nicaragua can¬ 
celled his passage on an Air 
Canada flight Monday after 
the publicly-owned airline re¬ 
fused to search all passengers 
and luggage aboard. 

General Anastasia Somoza, 
45, whose family has ruled 
the tiny Central American 
country for more than 30 
years, was to have left on a 
regular Air Canada flight to 
Miami, Fte. 

He left on his own private 
te-paseenger jet plane, which 
bis staff called up from 
Nicaragua, after Air Canada 
refused to comply with the 
search edict. 

A spokesman for the gen¬ 
eral, here for a one-night 
stopover en route from Expo 
TO at Osaka, Japan, said Air

The offences affected ar*~ 
tboae in Section 467 of the 
Criminal Code, those in which 
the crown has an option to 
proceed either by summary 
conviction or indictment, and 
offencea punishable after 
summary conviction only. 
They include everything from 
theft under 950, to dangerous 
driving, common aaaault, 
operating a betting bo o se and 

creatine a ouieinoe. 

The bill ia based largely on 
the report last summer of the 
Canadian Committee an Cor¬ 
rection* headed by Mr. 
Justice Roger Ouimet of the 
Quebec Superior Court. 

The bill says that arrest 
win not be justified k tbe 
officer has rsaaonsble and 
probable grounds to believe 
that another method ia 
adequate. 

Officers who tail to comply 
would be protected from 
criminal action but they could 
be faced with civil action, 
said Turner. 

"The bill imposes new and 


with his "appearance notice." 
it would be a summary 
conviction with a fine of up to 
9500, or up to six months in 
jail, or both. 

"We've got to be hard on 
the guys who abuse the 
process," said the justice 
minister. 

The new laws would give 
greater power to the police to 
release persons after they 
have been arrested. Apart 
from the policeman’s obliga¬ 
tion to consider methods 


other than arrest, the officer 
in charge of tbe lockup also 
would have an obligation to 
consider releasing the person 
with a summons or an 
appearance notice. In some 
cases, the courts could 
authorise the release when a 
warrant la aworn out. 

The bill ia also designed to 
bring persons to trial more 
quickly once they are de¬ 
tained- In an Indictable of¬ 
fence the trial must start ki 90 
days, and in a summary 


important responsibilities on 
police officers from the man 
on the beat to the man at the 
desk."

However, the courts would 
be able to attach conditions to 
the terms of bail tinder the 
new laws. The accused, for 
example, could be required to 
report to the police at certain 
times during his bail period.

Failure to comply 
with the terms of bail would 
be an indictable offence, with 
a maximum penalty of two 
yean in jail.

Dear Dr. T h s ste ss a ; Your 
medical handbook does not 
deal in any great detail with 
kidney stones. I had a stone 
remove d about eight months 
ago and my doctor put me on 
a strict low-calcium diet. (For 
the rest of my life, he says. I 
am 45.) 

I try to stick to it as much 
as I can, but all my life I. 
have needed calcium and 
extra fron as I have always 
been a little anemic. Also love 
and miss dairy products. 

Do I really have to be ao 
strict about this diet? I have 
never beard of a person 
getting a kidney atone for a 
second time. 

Also my nails seem to be 
much weaker lately. Does not 
this too have something to do 
with calcium?—Mrs. E.S.G. 

Not all kidney stones are 
the same, you see—and since 
your doctor has determined 
what particular type of atone 
you have, you might as well 
let him prescribe the diet. 

Don't fool yourself about 
not having stones a second 
time. Subsequent ones are no 
more pleasant than the first. 
So since you have exhibited a 


intake. Abuse of the nails 
from polish or other external 
factors also is important. And 
manual work (putting strain 
on the nails) is probably one 
of the most effective "nail 
hardeners’* known, although it 
doesn't work overnight, and 
anyway it isn't easy to get 
people to change the habits

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Allegation of Conspiracy 


nr*HE FORMER LEADER of the British CoJum- 
i- bia New Democratic Party, Robert Strachan, 
hu charged the Bennett administration in this 
province with conspiracy against the labor 
movement. 

He has claimed before some 600 delegates at 
his party's convention in Chilliwack that he 
believes the government accepted campaign funds 
for last August’s provincial election on the 
understanding that It would not Intervene In a 
planned, "union busting” operation by big business 
in B.C. 

He suggested it was part of the agreement 
that the government "leave the employers of the 
province entirely alone this year to use their own 
procedures and methods to crack the skulls of the 
trade union movement’’ 

This plot, together with what he calls "anti¬ 
labor laws” in this province, has created the 
economic chaos now being experienced, he said. 

Well, in the first place this is rather an over¬ 
simplification of the position as any reasonable 
person will agree. It is ridiculous to pretend that 
union leaders are always right, fair and scrupulous 
and that their first concern is Invariably for the 


public. It is just as silly to make the same claim for 
the employer. There are plenty of people in the 
business world ready to gouge when they can. 

No one will suggest that Mr. Strachan Is not 
perfectly sincere when he says he “believes” the 
government Is conniving In some way with 
management to the detriment of labor. But he will 
have to come up with some sort of evidence to 
convince any but the most prejudiced that what he 
believes has real basis in fact. An assumption is 
just not good enough. 

It may even be suspected that Mr. Strachan, 
who is a tough and alert opponent, may see a 
political advantage in B.C.’s economic chaos and is 
exploiting it to the fullest. Yet even he must grant 
that the government has not had recourse to the 
Mediation Commission Act so feared by its labor 
opponents. 

Is Mr. Strachan recommending action under 
this legislation? It hardly seems likely. 

But there are others, including a large section 
of the worried public, who might wonder why the 
mediation procedures are not Invoked. 

Meanwhile it will be interesting to see Premier 
Bennett's reaction to the accusation by the NDP 
veteran. He can hardly Ignore It.

Park Concept Too Vague 


Peril for Canadians Within Our Borders 
Rather Than from Invasions from Abroad 


Idea of a national park has been too vague about 
what such a park would be. 

Almost in one breath Mr. Davis has said that a 
national underwater park would give reason “to 
make war on predators like the lowly dogfish and 
litterbugs like the B.C. Ferries” (to the benefit of 
fishermen) and that “actually only the bottom 
itself will be the park. The water out in the gulf 
will be like the air over Banff National Park. 
Commercial aircraft are free to come and go over 
Banff and commercial fish boats will be free to 
come and go in the Gulf of Georgia . . 

Mr. Davis has also said, “Let us not drill for 
oil when we have a great sea of oil around us now. 
Let us not pollute oyster beds with pulp mill 
effluent when, with a little foresight, we can have 
pulp mills and a healthy oyster Industry too. Let us 
put our big thermal plants in the right place. Let 
us bury our garbage rather than dump it off 
Bowen Island. Let us recycle our mercury rather 
than drop it unthinkingly into Howe Sound .. 

If “only the bottom itself’ would be a national 
park, one can hardly see park regulations ex¬ 
tending to the B.C. ferries any more than to the 
fishing boats plying back and forth above it. But 
the minister has directly mentioned the ferries. If 
he h not merely talking for the sake of political 
one-upmanship over the provincial government, it 
Is about time for him to tell us more exactly what 
■ federal underwater park would be and how 
Ottawa would go about operating and regulating it. 


A T ITS ANNUAL meeting fcn May the Associa¬ 
tion of Vancouver Island Municipalities en¬ 
dorsed designation of the Strait of Georgia as a 
national park. The resolution passed by the 
association called for the retention of the strait as 
a recreational area for all interested in fishing, 
boating and water sports, and urged that the area 
be kept free of pollution from industrial 
development. 

This, said Aid. Douglas Watts of Oak Bay, 
was a “motherhood” resolution, because nobody 
could be against pollution or parks. He suggested, 
however, that the association was placing itself on 
Ottawa’s side in a federal-provindal jurisdictional 
dispute, and he saw a possibility that ferry service 
might be interrupted because it would be subject to 
federal parks regulations. 

In regard to Alderman Watts’ first objection, 
as long as the provincial government declines to 
dispel entirely the belief that it would allow oil 
drilling under the strait, it Is probably an accurate 
reading that the municipal councils are represent¬ 
ative of their voters if indeed they do side with the 
federal government in its assertion of control of 
the sea bottom In these waters. 

The other objection, however, seems at first 
consideration to be utterly unrealistic. Yet who can 
tell? The trouble Is that Fisheries Minister Jack

Old Vietnam hands are already telling jokes 
about a Fifth Corps area to supplement the four 
corps areas in which South Vietnam is normally 
divided for military purposes.

Turmoil In Northern Ireland 
has thrown a new question- 
mark into the British general 
election of Thursday, June 18.

"We hoped to get a much 
more attractive design by 
giving the designers more 
latitude," said Aid. Alex 
Hendry. 

"It was the only way,” saiid 
Acting Mayor Aid. Douglas 
‘Watts, who said he. did not 
think developers^ would hesi¬ 
tate to put much'effort into a 
competition knowing the re¬ 
zoning application might 
ultimately be rejected. 

"I think this will be all the 
more incentive for (devel¬ 
opers) to produce a good 
design.” be said after the 
meeting, "’nils is one of the 
things that causes (the design 
panel) concern, but they don’t 
feel this potential roadblock 
wUi stop developers from 
aompeting.”

Wife’s Warning Cry Came Just Too Late

in German to her husband, as 
he stood Sunday afternoon at 
the top of GokUtneam's 
Niagara Canyon Falls: ‘‘'Don't 
step on that rock. It'a wet." 

But their friend Paul 
Scheske of 955 Furber to 
Langford said Monday: “By 
ttw time she finished the 
sentence, be was gone.''

An Inquiry conducted Mon¬ 
day b y Greater Victoria 
Coroner Edmond Jarre de St. 
Jarre ruled that Herbert Otto 
Hohaus, 32, a machinist from 
Goldhauaen, Rhineland Pfalz, 
West Germany, met acci¬ 
dental death from toe injuries 
suffered whan he fell to toe 
toot at the tolls. 

The injuries were believed 
to have Included skull and

Inflammation and soreness 
that once simply was 
described as "pink eye” today 
is being linked to a string of 
virulent organisms that often 
evade bacteriologists. 

And as the use of steroids 
and antibiotics intensifies, 
always altering the ecology of 
the human body, those 
viruses, bacteria and fungi 
become mare difficult to 
manage. 

In some cases, the 33rd 
annual meeting of the Cana¬ 
dian Ophthalmologies! Society 
mui told here Monday, just 
about all that can be done is 
to let them go away by 
themselves. 

An example was offered by 
Dr. E. Phillips Thygeson of 
San Francisco, one of the 


best-known authorities on the 
eye's microbiology. 

The anti-inflammatory ef¬ 
fect of steroids controls the 
areas of damage, but doesn't 
alter tie course at the 
disease The shortest case 
was two years, but moat 
patients clear themselves of 
the organism In three or four 
years. 

Dr. Thygeson said there 
have been many attempts to 
isolate the virus, which he 
suggested might resemble the 
vira* which causes measles 
or warts. 

Then there are the viruses 
that cause follicular conjunc¬ 
tivitis, diseases like trachoma 
and the infectious one picks 
up in a contaminated swim¬ 
ming pod. 

Two Montreal researchers, 


Dre J. E. Csordas and P. L. 
Davis, reported an how thoae 
diseases can be identified by 
bacteriological techniques — 
and they urged ophthalmolo¬ 
gists to encourage their local 
laboratories to get into that 
field. 

In addition, the eye spe¬ 
cialists are identifying new 
diseases that can be trans¬ 
mitted from parents to off¬ 
ering. 

For example, a Toronto 
group suggests that a ribbon*- 
Uke "spider web’* that de¬ 
velops in the cornea. the 
normally dear and trans¬ 
parent structure at the front 
the eye, baa a genetic 
pattern. 

In one pedigree (family 
tree), they found 14 of tbe 22 


persona examined had the 
diaeose- 

Tbne Vancouver research- 
era described another corneal 
dystrophy that apparently 
nma in families. Character¬ 
ized by tears and redness, it 
It traumatic in children. 

Of 28 members of a pedi¬ 
gree who Were examined, 10 
bad the disease and six of 
those received corneal trans¬ 
plants. 

But as rapidly as ophthal¬ 
mologists have been identify¬ 
ing disease, they have been 
developing new treatments. 

For example, a new sur¬ 
gical adhesive was described 
here Monday by a group from 
Boston. Maas. Q is still In the 
testing stage — the doctors 
reported on 40 cases, 34 of 
which were successful and six 
were failures.

Soundly Trounced Again 


Central Saanich's 32,600,000 
sewer system referendum 
was turned down Saturday for 
the second time in six 
months.

OTTAWA (CP) — Postmaster-General Eric
